WAR IN WYOMING. 
Live Stock Owners Protecting Themselves 
Against Kustlers. 

Washington, April 13.—The president re- 
ceived a telegram last night from the acting 
governor of Wyoming, in which he said that 
over sixty-one owners of live stock are re- 
ported to have made an armed expedition 
into Johnson county for the purpose of pro- 
tecting their live stock and preventing un- 
lawful round-ups by rustlers. They are at 
“T. A.” ranche, thirteen miles from Fort 
McKinney, and are besieged by the sheriff and 
a posse and by rustlers from that section of 
the country, said to be two or three hundred 
in number. Wagons of stockmen were cap- 
tured and taken away from them, and it is 
reported a battle took place yesterday, during 
which a number of men were killed. Great 
excitement prevails. Both parties are ver 
determined, and it is feared that if successful, 
will show no mercy to the persons captureu. 
The civil authorities are unable to prevent 
violence.

He was absent and I stated the case to Mrs. 
Nash, who said; ‘I think you whipped Wick. 
liff too hard, but I don't think 
mity against amy of us wr him.’

“Mr. Walker, of McDuftie, down there, 
I understand says he came here to meet 
me, but I, a scoundrel, wouldn’t face him.

Cotton Ware- 


Oratory Galore at the 
house. 

Douglasville, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Over the railroad bridge and down the main 
road came the people’s party people, hur- 
rahing and shouting. Some of the younger 
men Were possessed by .a denjonstrative 
type of enthusiasm, and jumped up in the 
air and cheered. Quite a number, who had 
not gone up to the courthouse, came over 
to learn why the change had been made. 
Numbers crowded around the leaders of 
the morement, who were waiting at the 
warehouse ‘when the advance guard ap- 
proached. 

“What is the matter?” the leaders were 
asked by scores of people. 

They were told that the democratic. com- 
mittee’s proposition about the division of 
time was unreasonable, and the third party 
following bolted. Many had appuareutly 
left the courthouse under the impression 
that all the speakers were going to the 
warehouse. The crowd wanted a joint de- 
bate,and was disappointed upon finding that 
two meetings were to be held. Several 
suggested that a committee be sent up to 
invite Colonel Livingsten and the other 
speakers down. ee oe 

“They came here at the invitation of the 
people of the county, and they should have 
2 chance to speak to all factions, if they 
want to,” said one. — 

“If Colonel Livingston don’t want to 
talk to us, all right; but let us send for 
him,” another remarked. waa 

“It is time for us to start the speaking, 
said Colonel Post. He was on his old 
stamping ground, having lived at Douglas- 
ille for years prior to his recent removal 
o Atlanta. He naturally took in hand the 
direction of affairs, and had half a dozen 
bales of cotton rolled out in front of the 
warehouse. The idea was for the ladies 
to sit on the bales, but they were provided 
with other seats, and the men mounted the 
bales, young Lawyer Parker, of Atlaniz, 
on the middle one. 

The orators of the day were summoned 
to assemble inside the warehouse. 

The meeting was called to order, and Mr. 
Brown was elected chairman. Then Colo- 
nel Post was introduced as_ the first 
speaker. He, really, needed no introduc- 
tion, for everybody present knew him, but 
he was formally presented. His audience 
was in a jolly good humor, a little disap- 
pointed, but none to hurt. Four -hundred 
would number all who stood outside the 
building, and there were a hundred within. 
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“Nothing so Pitiable in the Czar’s Do- 
main,” “The Dead Lie Unburied,” “Death 
Will Come to Many Before Relief Can 
Reach Them,” and others of the same 
tenor. . 

“Gracious, mercy,” groaned a gigheart- 
ed, sympathetic former who supposed that 
the exaggerated statements were a true 
picture. Without telling his hearers the 
facts, Colonel Post hurried on, leaving the 
impression that the democratic party was 
responsible for a famine somewhere near 
Atlanta. ‘‘We will wait no longer for re- 
lief through that party,” he continued, “but 
into our own hands we the people take our 
destiny and choose our leaders.’’ The dem- 
onstration he saw around him, he accepted 
as a defense of himself. His position as 
leader of the third party in Georgia was not 
of his seeking, he declared, but when the 
cause was deserted by the man who was 
in front he was left to carry the standard 
or be a traitor himself and a traitor he will 
never 

Colonel W. R. Gorman Steps Forward. 


Colonel W. R. Gorman was next called 
to the front and presented. ‘This dis- 
tinguished traveler, allianceman literatteur, 
third party man and farmer came forward 
‘bowed/ in acknowledgement of the applause 
and, with the natural gallantry of a south- 
ern nter, addressed the ladies and then 
his clo citizens. He stated that he had 
been looking for an uprising but this one 
came a little early and surprised him. Dip- 
ping jJightly Into statistics, he inquired 
where jis the $700,000,000 which the south’s 
cotton|crop of the last two years sold for? 
One of his hearers called out that it has 
gone to Wall street. Colonel Gorman 
drew a picture of poverty and hard times 
throughout the agricultural districts and de- 
clared that the only relief is-through legis- 
lation. ®He has been farming for forty 
years and has seen the farmers grow poorer 
year by year. 

‘Love the democratie party as gve may, 
we know it cannot give us relief because 
of an enemy,” he stated. .The enemy, he 
explained, is the money power. 

“I don’t think the silver bill would have 
given as much relief as,-my good friend, 
Captain Howell, of The Constitution, be- 
lieves, but it would have done some good. 
That, however, is a mere bagatelle com- 
pared with other measures which we want.” 
He did not account “single shot” tariff re- 
form of much importance either. ‘There 
are good men in the cities,” he observed, 
“but they do not look at the situation from 
our standpoint, and while they may be hon- 
est and fair-minded they do not appreciate 
the country’s needs. To wed the buxom 
young maiden, the people’s party, to the 
democracy would be like marrying a young 
woman to an elderly groom. When the bride 
reached the prime of life where would the 
old man’s prime be?: The new party 
will not mix with either of the old parties 
any more than oil and water will mix.” 


Breezes Laden with Cheers. 


By this time the crowd was beginning to 
get tired of standing and shifted pretty of- 
ten from one leg to the other. Couriers 
were kept moving between the warehouse 
and the courthouse, 200 yards away, and 
the leaders were receiving news of what 
was going on at the other meeting. 

“Livingston is pitching into VPost,’”’ one 
messenger announced. ‘Now he is giving 
it to Turner and Erwin,” the word which 
another brought. 

The gentle breeze wafted the hearty dem- 
ocratic cheers over to the warehouse and 
the bursts of enthusiasm up there came 
down like the rattling of distant guns. Now 
there would be a tremendous roar as if 
from a whole battery. ‘Then there would 
be the rattle of musketry as volley after 
volley of applause greeted the telling hits 
of the speeches. : 

The people’s party crowd cheered, too, 
and in defiance, but their hurrahs, ming- 
ling with the odor of the phosphate, were 
mostly borne by the zephyrs over towards 
Cobb county. 

“Little Jack” Turner. 


J. H. Turner, secretary of the national alli- 
ance, was greeted with cries of ‘Little Jack”’ 
when he appeared. As Colonel Gorman 
moved back and Mr. Turner stepped in front 
it was ee that they represented the 
long and the short of the movement. It was 
the first time he had addressed a people’s par- 
ty meeting in the United States he announced. 

Mr. Turner spoke very hard for his phys- 
ique, and he got so thirsty that he often had 
to stop and ask for another glass of that wa- 
ter, please. He had it in for Congressmen 
Livingston and Moses and he had a great deal 
to say about them. ‘“I can look them in the 
face and tell them they wilfully misrepresent- 
ed the St. Louis convention,’ Mr. Turner 
shouted, standing on his tiptoes as if he were 
really looking into the faces of those rather 
tall statesmen. Mr. Turner denied that the 
pension plank is in the St. Louis platform. 

Kteferring to Miss Frances Willard’s state- 
ment to Colonel Livingston that the plank is 
in the  gpetconyee Mr. Turner exclaimed: ‘Miss: 
Willard gave us more trouble than anybody 
else at St. Louis.”” Awd he added solemnly: 
“As an Odd Fellow, as an allianceman and 
as a Royal Arch Mason I repeat that the pen- 
sion plank was no part of the platform.”’ 

The speaker read half a dozen letters from 
prominent members of the St. Louis conven- 
tion to disprove that the twelfth plank is a 
plank at all. He told the crowd that the sil- 
ver bill was undoubtedly killed by Wall street 
money. He was in the house gallery and 
could see for himself. “Little Jack’’ told 
them, too, that he has burned all the bridges 
behind him. He said Colonel Livingston is in- 
consistent on both the pension and the rail- 
road record, and closed by stating that Col- 
onel | Livingston originally intended to go with 
the people’s party but shied back when he 
got up to it.

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How Does He Know? 

In reply to a question asked by The 
New York Press, the Rey. Thomas Dixon, 
Jr., Says: 

You say, suppose the confederacy had suc- 
ceeded? I tell you it would have blasted and 
blighted this whole country and paralyzed 
civilization. Here liberty took its stand, and 
at Appomattox Court Heuse it succeeded, 
after the most desperate crisis in its history. 
I may say this—which is not exactly perti- 
nent as a definite answer to your question— 
if slavery had triumphed in the south, its 
awful effects would have been felt upon the 
practical white slavery of Europe. African 
slavery would have been introduced in every 
part of the world where such slavery could 
be made profitable. But, instead of affording 
such an example, the fall of slavery has been 
an inspiration to all other civilized and strug- 
gling people. The position of the south wus 
radically wrong, though it had the authority 
of the constitution. The constitution was a 
‘league with hell,’’ as Mr. Seward declared, 
and the purpose of the south was inconsistent 


with the cause for which it fought. 
Mr. Dixon is a North Carolinian now 


residing in New York, where his sensa- 
tional sermons draw crowds” every 
Sunday. 

This young man of twenty-eight was 
nbout a year old when the war ended. It 
was long years after Appamattox before 
he was old enough to study the history of 
his country and learn anything about the 
~quses and conditions connected with 
the rise and fall of the confederacy. 

Yet Mr. Dixon does not stand back or 
express a guarded opinion. He feels that 
he knows it all. He pronounces final 
judgment upon the confederates, and 
says that their success would have blast- 
ed and blighted this country and par- 
alyzed civilization. He thinks that the 
position of the south was radically WTODE, 
and denounces the federal constitution 
when it authorized African slavery as 
“a league with hell.” : 

It strikes us that Mr. Dixon knows 
nothing about the matter. He repeats, 
parrot-like, the conclusions of certain 
northern writers whose books haye niis- 
led him. ’ 

The high-minded statesmen who led 
the south, the good men and women back 
of them, and their preachers who believ- 
ed that slavery was a divine institution 
suited to the socidl conditions of the 
south at that time, made a fight for the 
best and purest civilization this country 
has ever seen. They lost, and while they 
have since seen their section make mate- 
rial progress in certain directions they 
are by no means satisfied that the whites 
and blacks of the south, as a whole, are 
benefited by the change. 

It is idle te revive the old fanatical, 
false and silly talk against slavery. At 
the beginning of our war the philosopher 
Carlyle refused to be swayed by his 
nerthern friends, and wrote to them: 
“What difference whether a Man owns 
his slaves or hires them?’ He saw the 
Urift of things, and millions of our peo- 
ple feel it now. The human system of 
African slavery has given way to an 
oppressive system under which a few 
privileged and protected classes dominate 
and virtually own the great mass of wage 
earners of the land, both black and white. 

If Mr. Dixon hates slavery as bitterly 
as his words indicate, the thing for him 
to do is to turn his batteries upon the 
present system, which instead of grad- 
ually civilizing and Christianizing the 
blacks, threatens them and the whites as 
a mass with a form of oppression very 
like serfdom or peonage. 

Now, it is entirely possible to say all 
this, and at the same time feel the same 
loyal deyotion to the union and its flag 
that fills the northern heart. It is proper 
to admit that the confederacy, with the 
prejudices of the world arrayed against 
it, might not have enjoyed a peaceful 
and prosperous career. In the course of 
time it would have freed its slaves by 
gradual emancipation. But this is going 
far enough. We have not yet reached the 
point where the youngsters who were 
in their cradles when the war ended are 
justified in publishing to the worid the 
astounding judgment of the Rey. Thomas 
Dixon, Jr. 


Democrats in Republican States. 


It is significant that in the states where 
democratic septiment has demonstrated 
its preference for Mr. Cleyeland, the dem- 
ocratic party has no assured, nor even 
a reasonable, hope of success. Rhode 
Island has selected delegates favorable 
to the nomination of Mr. Cleveland; so 
has Nebraska; |so has Massachusetts; and 
the same may jbe said of Pennsylvania. 

These states|are all sure to give their 
electoral vote to the republican candidate 
for president. A test was made in Rhode 
Island the other day. The result showed 
that the democrats cannot have any hope 
of carrying the state in November. The 
mugwump and independent vote disap- 
peared altogether under the stromg light 
of experiment. The issue was made yery 
plain by the democrats, It was Mr. Cleve- 
land’s issue—the one issue of tariff 
reform. The mugwumps promptly disap- 
peared from the democratic column and 
reappeared as republican protectionists. 
If there was doubt about the result of 
last week's election there will be none 
about the result of November's contest. 

Yor fifty years the state of Massachu- 
setts has never given its q@lectoral vote 


to the democratic candidate; neverthe-. 


less the democratic party has been grow- 
ing. At the present time this growth is 
more {nteresting than important, but it 
is promising neyertheless. The democratic 
convention was not solid for Mr. Cleye- 
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ennsylvania ig hopelessly republican 
and solid for Mr. Cleyeland. Nebraska, 
where Mr. Cleveland ran 5,000 behind 
the state ticket in 1888, has sent dele- 
gates instructed to vote for his nomina-

tion. The democrats cannot hope to carry” 


Nebraska. Minnesota is one of the rain- 
bow states, but the democrats cannot 
afford to make any experimental cam- 
paign in that direction. The delegateg are 
for Mr. Cleveland in spite of the fact that 
the ex-president received fewer votes in 
that state in 1888 than in 1884. 

We are of the opinion that the demo 
crats in the republican states would bet- 
ter have shown their interest in and sym- 
pathy with that section of the party 
which will haye to bear the brunt of 
the campaign and on whom the responsi- 
bilities of the campaign rest. They would 
better have followed the example of Mas- 
sachusetts,. where the convention, 
although it heartily endorsed Mr. Cleve- 
land, did not send an instructed delega- 
tion. In the republican states the dem- 
o¢rats do not thoroughly appreciate the 
situation, and it is not in the nature of 
things that they should. They do not 
enter warmly into a national campaign; 
they lack the incentive. They go through 
the motions in a perfunctory way for the 
purpose of keeping their organization 
together. They are controlled by their 
personal preferences or by the prejudices 
of their leaders. Considerations of policy 
do not enter into their calculations. 

This is the situation so far as the demo- 
cratic party in the republican states is 
concerned. The fact that Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Minnesota 
and Nebraska have sent Cleveland dele- 
gates to the convention will be hailed as 
a great victory for Mr. Cleveland. We 
should feel inclined to join in the 
applause if we could be brought to feel 
that a victory for Mr. Cleveland is a vic- 
tory for the democratic party. It was 
demonstrated conclusively in 1888 that 
a Cleveland victory was not a democratic 


victory, and the signs of the times are, 


more ominous now than they were then. 
There would be more satisfaction in the 
attitude of the democrats of the republi- 
can states if it could be demonstrated 
that their delegates would not stand in 
the way of the wishes and desires of 
the democrats of the doubtful states, 
which are to be the storm-centers of the 
campaign. 

It is true that blundering has been 
reduced to a fine art in the democratic 
camp, and the manifestations of it have 
been both interesting and profitable to 
our enemies, but we cannot see how any 
democrat who ‘is not anxious for the 
defeat of his party can advise the repeti- 
‘tion on a more stupendous scale of the 
disaster of 1888. We cannot see ‘how any 
democrat can refuse to surrender 
his .personal preferences and _  preju- 
dices in order to secure democratic 
success. The Constitution has no prejudice 
whatever against Mr. Cleveland. The 
sole ground of its objection to his nomina- 
tion is his weakness—his lack of popu- 
larity in states where democratic success 
is essential. We have no preference for 
any candidate or policy that does not 
promote the chances of democratic 
success. 

Let us hope that the Cleveland dele- 
gates: from the republican states will 
be guided in their actions by a hearty 
desire to secure a democratic victory— 
at all times gauging the modesty of their 
opinions by the relations which their 
constituents bear to the party at large. 


Mr. Atkinson Will Not Run. 

The announcement yesterday of Hon. 
W. Y. Atkinson in his speech at Newnan 
that he would not enter the congressional 
race in the fourth district, will be receiv- 
ed with surprise by many, and with 
pleasure by all who have watched with 
interest his active participation in the 
state campaign, in behalf of the democ- 
racy, he being chairman of the state dem- 
ocratic exccutive committee. Of course, 
had Mr. Atkinson become a candidate for 
congress. he would have vacated his posi- 
tion as chairman of the state committee. 
He has pitched the state campaign on a 
winning basis, and there is no longer any 
doubt but that the democracy will over- 
whelningly triumph in the fall elections, 
if the -interest now manifested in the 
result continuey, and there is no reason 
why it should not increase. 

Mr. Atkinson was strongly urged to 
make the race for congress, and his many 
friends in the dictrict who would give 
him enthusiastic suppom, and who will 
yet call him to the front, : 

His declination to enter the race leaves 
an open field fer that brilliant and elo- 
quent. democratic leader, Cpngressman 
Moses, to be renominated and returned 
to congress. Mr. Moses’s course in attack- 
ing the third party from the beginning, 
and his brilliant services in behalf of 
democracy have endeared him not only 
to the democracy of the fourth district 
but to the party throughout the state. 
He will of course be returned to congress, 
and there are: yet higher honors in store 
for the splendid young orator and staunch 
democratic leader from the fourth.

FINES THE METHOD OF CHOOSING 


Fulton County’s Delegates to the 
State Democratic Convention. 


A HIGHLY INTERESTING MEETING 


Of the Committee Yesterday Morning— 
‘The Proceedings in Detail—-The Ac- 
tion Satisfactory All Around. 


On Friday, May 13th, the democrats of 
Fulton county, each ward and militia dis- 
trict acting independently, will select, by 
primary elections, delegates to a county 
convention, which meets on Monday, the 
16th of May, to select Fulton county's 
delegation to the state convention, which 
meets in Atlanta on the 18th day of May, 
to arrange for Georgia’s representation at 
the national democratic conyention at 
Chicago. : : 

This is the first time, since the war, that 
the democrats of this county, have selected 
delegates to a similar convention by any 
other means than by a courthouse mass 
meeting, it always haying been customary 
for Fulton county’s delegation to the state 
conyention, called to select delegates to the 
national convention, to be chosen by a mass 
meeting. 

But Fulton county has grown too big for 


4 single mass meeting, and the’ executive 


committee yesterday established a broader 
plan, yielding to the argument adyanced for 
& primary vote. 

The following resolutions, adopted by the 
committee, by a yote of twenty for and 
three against,will explain the plan by which 
the democracy of the county will act: 

The Call for Action. 

Resolved, That the democrats of each ward 
in the city of Atlanta and of each militia 
district in the coiinty hold primary elections 
on the 18th day of May, at such places as are 
hereafter to be agreed upon, by the executive 
committee for the purpose of selecting dele- 
gates to a county convention, each ward and 
militia district tq be entitled to as many dele- 
gates as it has representatives on the present 
county democratic executive committee, the 
delegates so elected to elect four from the 
county at large. 

Resolved further, That the delegates so 
elected, representing the democrats of the 
several wards and districts of the county, 
shall meet in convention on the 16th day of 
May in the courthouse at Atlanta at 12 
o'clock m. for the purpose of selecting dele- 
gates from this county to represent Fulton 
eounty at the state democratic convention 
called to meet in Atlanta on the 18th day of 
May. 

That’s the decision of the county demo- 
cratic executive committee, the representa- 
tives of the county democracy, and it was 
reached after a heated and lively discus- 
sion. 

This discussion was participated in by 
not only members of the committee, but by 
others who were present to be heard and 
who were invited to give their views to 
the committee. 

As will be seen, the delegates from Ful- 
ton county will be selected by ward and 
district primaries, and will be elected on 
the same basis of representation as con- 
trols the makeup of the county executive 
committee, 

The Meeiing in Detail. 

At exactly noon yesterday Mr. Walter 
R. Brown called the committee to order. 
The meeting was held in Judge Van 
Epps’s courtroom, and there were present 
of the committee, Chairman W. R. Brown 
and James I’. O'Neill, R. C. Bosche, Steve 
Postell, John Berkele, J. F. McWaters, 
Lewis W. Thomas, J. Tyler Cooper, John

J. M. Liddell, A. J. West, Thomas EB. Col- 
lier, J. H. Bell and Hubert L. Culber- 
son. 

Proxies were presented by the following 

gentlemen: A. J. West for N. A. Chastain, 
Clark Howell for Dr. W. C. Fisher, John 
A. Colvin for N. A. Woodberry, Frank H. 
Richardson for John T. Pendleton, Harvey 
Johnson for Morris Brandon. 
_My. Hubert Culberson called the atten- 
tion of the committee to the fact that Mr. 
T. T. Knight, a committeeman from 
Adairsville, had died since the last meet- 
ing. dudge A. H. G. Howell, the justice 
of the district, was elected to fill the yva- 
cancy. 

Mr. Hamilton Douglas said that Judge 
Thomas P, Westmoreland, a member of the 
committee from the county at large, had 
Judge West- 
morelaud had resigned because he could 
not devote the necessary time to the posi- 
tion and because he hardly thought ‘it prop- 
er for him to occupy a seat on the bench 
and remain a member of the committee. On 
motion Mr. Douglas was elected to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Judge Westmoreland «nd the thanks of the 
committee were voted to the retiring mem- 
ber for his past services. A resolution of 
regret at the death of Mr. Knight was 
also adopted. .

Chairman. Brown Talks. 


Before announcing the committee ready 
for business and after this preliminary bus- 
iness was finished Mr. Walter R. Brown 
made a short democratic talk te the com- 
mittee. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, “it is useless for 
me to point out to you your duties. You 
know them full well, and knowing them 
I feel satisfied will do all in your power 
to conserve the best interests of the democ- 
racy. You know what the grand princi- 
ples of democracy are, and will represent 
them in this meeting. There is no man 
greater than the democratic party—no two 
men are bigger than the party. We may 
differ as to men and measures, but when 
the democracy speaks at Chicago in June 
that settles the matter and all good demo- 
crats will fall in line and carry its banner 
to yictory.”

As the business of the committee was 
about finished, Mr. Clark Howell moved 
that, in conformity with the resolutions 
adopted calling for primary elections, the 
chairman, the yice chairman and secretary 
of the committee, Messrs. Walter Brown, 
Morris Brandon and Lewis Thomas, be 
authorized to select the polling places for 
each ward and district, to appoint election 
managers and to make other preliminary 
arrangements for said primary elections. © 

Mr. Brown stated that he did not care 
to serve, but would do so if the committee 
insisted. But he stated that in choosing 
election managers he would consult both 
sides and see that the utmost fairness was 
exercised in the choice of those who €ere 
to conduct the election. 

The resohgtiion was adopted, and the com- 
mittee adjotrned, subject to the call of the 
chairman.

IN ORDER THAT THEY MAY BE EDUCATED. 


Meeting ofthe Board of [Control of the 
Industrial School for Girls Held in 
Milledgeville Last Friday. 


The : 


. 


Milledgeville, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—-A 
called meeting of the board of trustees of the 
Normal and Industrial college was 
held here on Friday last. There were present 
Hon. W. Y¥. Atkinson, of Newnan ;,\ Hon. Pat 
Walsh, of Augusta; Hon. A. 8. Clay, of Ma- 
netta; Dr. U. 8. Walker, of Eatonton; Cap- 
tain G. H. Howell and Hon. R. A. Lamar,of 
Milledgeville, being the full board except 
Hon. F. G. \duBignon, who was unavoidably 
absent. 

It was called for the purpose of devising the 
means of making an addition to the present 
dormitory building. Arrangements were per- 
fected for beginning at once the erection of an 
extensive annex at a cost of $12,000and capa- 
ble of accommodating 130 pupils. 

President Chappell Talks. 

“Tg there any urgent need for this exten- 
sion ?” Mr. Chappell was asked. 

“Why, I should say so. The present dormi- 
tory will accommodate only fifty-five girls. It 
has been full to its capacity since the opening 
day of the school, and I have turned off ap- 


licants literaily by hundreds. <A large num- 
rofour pupils are now, from necessity, 
boarding around town in private families, but 
a great many girls who wished to come to this 
school and §had made all their plans to come, 
deciined*to do so when they found they could 
not get into the dormitory. This annex will 
help matters greatly, but it will not nearly 
supply the demand. I believe we would have 
500 girls here next session if we could accom- 
modate them.” 


“To what do you attribute this great popu- 


larity of the school? 

“Well, you see, there was great 
need for just such a ool, and, 
besides, it was something new, 


something novel; soassoon as it was estab- 
lished the attention of people was directed to 
it. It has proven a very great success. In its 
first year’s work it has surpassed the best ex- 

tions of its most sanguine friends. Every 
patron is delighted, and will recommend the 
school to his acquaintances who have daugh- 
ters to educate. The scores of visitors from 
all parts of tho state who have passed through 
the institution this session and seen it at work 
are enthusiastic over it, and have spread its 
faine abroad. Ina word, itis doingin an ex- 
cellent way a grand educational work, 
and the people are finding it out; 
so, next session, I believe we will 
not be able to hold the girls that will want to 
come.”’ 

The Work the School Is Doing. 

“Can you tell us more particularly about the 
work the schoo! is doing ?”’ 

“Oh, that is too long a story to tell here. I 
can only say we have now 172 pupils coming 
from eighty different counties in Georgia. 
The average age is considerably over seven- 
teen years. They are a remarkably intelligent, 
earnest, noble lot of young women. Seventy- 
two of them are in the normal department, 
and are receiving the very best kind of educa- 
tion and training to fit them forthe profession 


of teaching. The others are taking 
one or another of the _ industrial 
arts taught in the school. stenography, 


typewriting, 'telegraphy, dressmaking, book- 
keeping, industrial drawing, cooking. Pupils 
are not allowed to devote themselves exclu- 
sively tothese industriaf arts. In no case 
is more than one or two hours a day given to 
them. Itis not the purpose of the school to 
turn out mere workwomen ignorant of every- 
thing except the narrow craft by which they 
earn their bread. Itsaim is to educate the 
head and heart as well asthe hand, so every 
pupil in the school is required to pursue, in 
addition to her industrial, a course of art of 


such studies as constitute a first rate general 


education. Many teachers think that a lib- 
eral education and an industrial education 
cannot be carried on successfully together, but 
this is a great and sad mistake. It is being 
done with perfect success in our school today, 
and I am thoroughly convinced thatit is th 
only right kind of education. If I hada 
daughter and were a millionaire I would in- 
tinitely prefer having her educated in an in- 
stitution like this to sending her to any fash- 
ionable female college in;the world. I believe 
every sensible parent would feel so if he could 
only come here and go in our classrooms and 
watch our work forone week. In our new 
catalogue, which will be out about the ist of 
July, 1 will tell very fully and explicitly how 
this comprehensive work isdone. I shall be 
extremely careful not to utter one word of 
exaggeration or overstatement. It will be a 
revelation to a great many people.”’ 
The Cost of a Year's Attendance. 

‘‘Mr. President, what is the cost of a year’s 
attendance at the college ?”’ 

‘‘I am glad you asked that question. ~ The 
impression seems to have gone abroad that it 
{sanexpensive school. Nothing could be 
further from the truth than this. One hundred 
dollars will cover the entire scholastic ex- 
penses of a girl for a full session of nine 
months, including tuition, board, fuel, lights 
and washing. A small matriculation fve is 
charged, but tuition is free. The dormitory 
isrunon the co-operative plan, so nobody 
makes a cent out of the boarders. Board there 
this session has cost less than ten dellars a 
month, including fuel, \lights and washing, 
and the girls fare well there, too, as well as ,at 
any female college I have ever seen. So a 
pre em come here anil board in our dormi- 
tory and ejoy all the matchless.advantages of 
our school for less than one-half what it, would 
cest her in any other first-class female college 
in Georgia. _ Besides, our pupils are com- 
pelled to be very economical in dress. They 
are required to wear a uniform on. all occa- 
sions made of prescribed material, pretty, neat 
and becoming, but very inexpensive. No 
pupil is allowed under any circumstances to 
vary fromit. This is an immense saving to 
parents. The father of one of our pupils said 
to me not long ago: ‘I hesitated for a long 
time between sending my daughter to your 
school or a certain popular female college. If 
I had sent her there her tuition would have 
cost me $50 more than it does here, her cloth- 
ing and incidental extravagances would have 
cost- me more, and her board would 
have cost me $50 more.

Causing ‘a Good Deal of Comment Out- 
side the State, 


WHAT AN EMPLOYER SAYS ABOUT IT. 


How the Law Has Been Misinterpreted. 
Its Provisions Given—The Purpose 
to Prevent Black Listing. 


The “‘black-list law,” passed by the last 
ne , is causing a good deal of com- 
men 

The law is a very stringent one and it is 
natural that it should cause some objec- 
tion, but part of the unfavorable comment 
a a misconception of the purpose 
of ‘the act. This is clearly the case with 
this comment quoted in The St. Louis Globe 
Democrat: 

“The Georgia statutes are encumbered 

with one of the most outrageous laws 
known to jurisprudence,” was the indignant 
remark of T. J. Brock, of Trenton, N. J. 
at ne ee “I was _ manager sgn 
recen of a big corporation operating 
Atlanta that 2 gp im 300 men, and I was 
made more than once to feel the severity 
of the law to which I refer, and which 
provides that before an te can be dis- 
charged accusations of @€ most serious 
nature must be proven against him. For 
instance, say I was superintendent of a 
street railway in Atlanta, and had the best 
of reasons for believing that a conductor 
was ‘knocking down’ on me. Now, under 
the law of Georgia I couldn’t possibly get 
rid of that thief and fill his place with an 
honest man until I had established by af- 
fidavit or otherwise the exact amount, time 
and date of the offense. If I discharged 
him. without complying with the require- 
ments of this statute the company would 
be liable to be mulcted in the courts through 
a damage suit of the thief I was forced to 
fire for the protection of my corporation. 
The law, of course, was enac by a 
legislature dominated by the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, but why the courts of the state have 
not pronounced it unconstitutional I have 
never been able to understand. Eminent 
lawyers tell me that it is in plain violation 
of the very bill of rights, but none of them 
have been called upon to follow’ a. guit 
brought under its strange provisions to the 
higher courts.”’ 
_ This is what was known as the “black- 
list law,’’ and was intended to prevent em- 
ployers from boycotting employes because 
of their connection with trades unions or 
for other reasons. 

The idea of the legislators was doubt- 
less much the same as that of the court in 
New York, when the Knights of Labor 
were arraigned for boycotting some manu- 
facturer. The judge held that the boy- 
cott was a conspiracy and unlawful. The 
Georgia legislature seemed to have the idea 
that the black list was a conspiracy and un- 
lawful. The law has no such provisions 
as those described above. 

_ There are two acts bearing on the sub- 
ject, one passed in August, 1891, and one 
in October. The first provides: . 

“That if any railroad qorporation or 
company or other: corporation doing busi- 
ness in this state, or any agent or employ- 
er of any such company or corporation, 
after having discharged any employe from 
the service of any such company or cor- 
poration, shall prevent or attempt to pre- 
vent, by word, writing, sign or other 
means, directly or indirectly, such dis- 
charged employe from obtaining employ- 
ment with any other person, company or 
corporation, shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and sall be punished by a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $500, nor less than $100; and such 
person, agent, employer, company, or cor- 
poration, shall be liable in penal damages 
to such discharged person, to be recovered 
by civil action, but this section shall not be 
construed as prohibiting any person, agent, 
employer, company or corporation from giv- 
ing in writing to any other person, company 
or cérporation to whom such discharged 
person has applied for employment, a truth- 
ful statement of the reasons for such dis- 
charge, and shall furnish to such discharged 
employe on his application, to such ad- 
dress as may be given by such discharged 
employe, within ten days of such applica- 
tion made as aforesaid, a true copy of any 
such written statement.” 

The next section makes liable for treble 
damages any corporation which author- 
izes or permits such offense against a dis- 
charged employe. The third section re- 
quires the employer, upon written request 
of a discharged employe, to furnish him 
with a written statement of the cause of 
his discharge, provided this statement 
shall never be made the basis of an ac- 
tion for libel against the person making it. 

The fourth section provides for the de- 
tection of persons committing such offense, 
by requiring that when one employer re- 
ceives from another “in writing, sign or 
otherwise,”” a request or notice prevent- 
ing or trying to prevent the eupkaraeend 
of any person whom the other party has 
discharged, the party making the request, 
notice or sign shall make a statement of 
it to the discharged employe on his request.

The other law, passed two months later, 
might be called an act of detection. Its 
purpose is to discover the offenders against 
the August law, by requiring one employer 
to tell on another, when he has received 
a request not to employ a person discharged 
elsewhere. I*or failure to tell, upon de- 
mand of the discharged employe, the pen- 
alty is very heavy—five thousand dollars.

Winn Should Resign. 


HE HAS BETRAYED THE PEOPLE'S TRUST. 


| 
A Scathing Communication from a Ninth 
District Democrat— W hat C ss- 
man Winn Says of It. | 


Hon. Thomas E. Winn, congressman 
from the ninth district, and whose flop into 
the bosom of the third party was received 
with so much surprise a short while ago, 
was in Atlanta yesterday. 

Likewise a most emphatic communication 
from Hon. George L. Bell, of Forsyth 
county, one of the counties of Colonel 
Winn’s district, reached Atlanta by mail, 
coming to The Constitution with the re- 
quest that it be published over the signa- 
ture of its author. 

Colonel Winn and the communication, 
which is published below, met during the 
course of the day and the colonel was ask- 
ed what he had to say about it. 

He read the communication carefully, as 
follows: 

Mr. Bell's Attack on Colonel Winn. 

Editor Constitution—The late Senator Ben 
Hill in his fiery denunciation of the political 
treachery of Mahone, said that no man had 
the right to betray a- trust. That remark, 
true then, is equally true today. The Hon. 
Thomas E. Winn has deserted the party that 
elected him to congréss, betrayed the trust 
committed to him and has no right to retain 
his seat as a democratic representative of 
the people of the ninth congressional district, 
He should, therefore, resign his position and 
return his commission to the people who 
gave it to him. He owes it to himself, to the 
party he has abandoned and to the narty he 
has just joined, to sever his official connec- 
tion with the people he no longer represents. 
He should be entirely ‘‘off with the old love 
before he is on with the new.”’ The best 
evidence that the new party can have that 


he will be true to it will be for him to give | more than doubled in yalue the ‘past year and 


up the salary of an office with which he was | 


entrusted by a party that has become dis- 
tasteful to him. The democrats are willing 
for him to go, if he thinks it is to his in- 
ferest to do so, but they are not willing for 
him to enjoy their office and use it in the in- 
terest of their enemies.

During his campaign he 
asserted his undying allegiance to the demo- 
cratic party. and when the charge of want of 
fealty to that party was made against: him, 
he indignantly denied the charge, 
and denounced it as entirely false. He pro-

General Floyd King’s Opinion of David 


B. Bill. © 
THE SECRET OF HIS FOLLOWING. 


His Great Powers as a Leader and as an 
Executive—A Handsome 
Tribute. 


Gencral Floyd King, prominent in demo- 
cratic political circles in New York city, 
end a brother-in-law of General Henry R. 
Jackson and Mr. J. R. Wilder, of Savan- 
nah, has been in Georgia during the past 
few weeks, having come to (Cteorgia to 
visit his relatives here, and having just re- 
turned from Marietta, where he _ spent 
several days with his sister, Mrs: William 
R. Couper. 

General King was a distinguished con- 
federate soldier, and enjoys the distinction 
of having been present when the first shot 
was fired at Sumter, and of having wit- 
nessed the surrender of Lee at Appo- 


| ‘mattox. 


He moved to Louisiana after the war, 
and represented one of the democratic dis- 
tricts in that state in congress for several 
years, afterwards moving to New York 
city, where he ‘has lived for the last tive 
years, having figured prominently in demo- 
cratic politics and enjoyed the confidence 
of the leaders of the party in that state. 

To a Constitution reporter, General 

King said yesterday, on being questioned 
concerning the secret of the following of 
Governor Hill in New York: 
_ Senator Hill has been so frequently de- 
scribed in the public prints, it would_be_al- 
most impossible to present any features of 
his_ character which are not already famil- 
iar to the people of the United States. 

“As a leader, he undertakes nothing 
which is not consistent with the doctrines 
and practices of his party, and that is not 
worthy of all his efforts; upon this he con- 
centrates the whole of his faculties. His 
capacity for mental, physical and nerve 
work, if narrated, would appear fabulous. 
Yet he preserves good health through 
all his wonderful labors, for the 
simple reason that, by nature en- 
dowed with a strong constitution, his life 
is absolutely without dissipation in any 
form, and has been thus from his youth. 
Until the very last end of the last legis- 
lature in the seven years he was governor 
of New York, he had a republican senate 
against him. They fought him in every 
manner possible, and many of them were 
among the ablest men of that state, en- 
deavoring, in season and out of season, 
to commit him to some measure which 
they could use against him or his party, 
deceiving labor bills, unequal excise bills, 
misleading fiscal bills, but to no avail: he 
foiled them with his veto, and in every in- 
stance turned their own weapons against 
them, and defeated them before the peo- 
ple. Simultaneously with these designing 
efforts, they put on him investigation com- 
mittees one after another, which, at large 
cost to the state, conducted by the shrewd- 
est and coldest lawyers and the hardest 
politicians epdeavored to discover some 
wrong or other on his’ part as 
governor; but, after a great sound- 
ing of trumpets and beating of 
gongs, followed by unparalleled abuse of 
him, all their efforts fell to the ground; and 
at the ensuing election he received a stiil 
greater majority of the popular vote. 

“Illustrative of his marvelous powers 
for work—at Albany. when the convention 
met there, which endorsed him for the pres- 
idency,. and a more splendid body of .men 
I have néver beheld, I stopped at the *Del- 
evan house, where Senator ‘Hill had _ his 
apartments. At intervals during two days 
and nights, inmedixtely preceding the as- 
sembling of that body, I had the opportu- 
nity to observe that man, as it were, in 
action. I had seen many presidents in- 
terviewed and business men consulted, but 
never before had 1 witnessed such dispatch 
to all who came, and they poured in in an 
almost endless stream all the time: and 
every individual one retired with satisfac- 
tion on his countenance, from the greatest 
to the least known. 

“Tt has been said that the grandest study 
of manis man. Senator Hill has been ever 
a close student of men—especially the adver- 
saries of his party—and he knows them 
pretty well; so well they cannot defeat him. 

“ft have been asked about ‘his methods.’ 
Well, all I have been able to see of meth- 
ods in him I have narrated to you. That 
he has been elected when others of his par- 
ty were defeated is no fault of his or want 
of effort on his part—the people did it; they 
are the only ones to blame—if you have 
the privilege of blaming them for what they 
ger the laws of the country had the right 
o do. 

“Senator Hill has for yéars been a great 
student of the history of his country and 
of the democratic. party and its principles; 
he does nothing but work and study, and 
receive the impressions of men. Social en- 
tertainments have little time from him, al- 
though on all occasions he is remarkably 
courteous; and whenever he makes his ap- 
pearance in the salon, which is rare, he 
quickly becomes the center of strong men 
and brilliant women, who seek and enjoy 
his quick, bright words. But to witness 
him at his best you must see ‘him in the 
full tide of a rushing campaign, before vast 
concow'ses of people; then, above the storm 
and clatter. he stands a full statue of the 
great man he is, literally crushing his ad- 
versaries with his irresistible blows of logic 
and facts; or in the executive chamber, 
where dispatching the public business al- 
most as by magic, he has an ear for every- 
body and answers every question propound- 
ed by even the humblest visitor pleasantly 
and giving satisfaction. 

“Wherever he is, his mind is calm, re- 
flecting quickly his surroundings. In his 
state his influence appears toé be similar to 
that of your venerated Senator Brown, 
of this state—Georgia, the Empire State of 
the South. On the field of battle, in 
quickness and unerring judgment, and in 
irresistibleness of his onslaught, he would 
resemble a Gordon or a Forrest. In coun- 
cil always he prefers moderation to ‘pride, 
and possesses the fullest power of judi- 
cious, able discussion. 

“If nominated at Chicago, as I believe 
he will be, he will be elected, and will give 
the people of the United States a wise and 
effective government and the relief they 
need, as he has done in his own great state 
that has a population of near seven mil- 
lions. which, by the courage and wisdom of 
his leadership, he has made democratic. 
The people of that great state know him; 
they have learned by experience to trust 
him; they feel that he is in heart-touch 
with them and all their rightful aspira- 
tions; they believe in him; they follow him. 

“He is a close calculator. When asked 
once the reason of his continuons suc- 
cesses, he replied: ‘I trust nothing to luck. 
he: essence of chance is forethought,’ he 
said. . 

“In the administration of his state as 
governor there was a somewhat curious 
fact. It was that there never seemed to 
be any grumbling or discontent about ap- 
pointments. All the men he appointed to 
office were the right. men in the right 
place. When he became gevernor, almost 
every office in his state was filled by a re- 
publican. When he was elected to the 
senate of the United States, all had been 
filled by democrats, and New York is con- 
ceded to he now one of the best governed 
states in the world—quite as well governed 
as Georgia, which is regarded, and T think 
justly, the Empire State of the South. 

“Senator Hill has no fortune. All his 
victories have been won by the clear vote 
of the people. He is a grand democrat.”

CHICAGO, April 13.—Today has been noted by a 
fairly active and a strong upward tendency for pro- 
duee in all the eotmmercial centers of the world.

The weather in 
spring wheat regions continues very unfavorable for 
seeding.
